So diversified is our climata and soil 


that ths wheat harvest of the United 
States covers about three months. 
The 


reaper haa been at work in the South 
for more than u fortnight, and the cut- 
ting of Winter wheat was finished some 
days ago. 
Already the mills of that sec- 


tion are grinding up the new grain into 
flour, and next week or perhaps earlier 
samples of this new wheat and flour will 
be shown on 'change in St. Lonis and 
Chicago. Early last week wheat was 
ripe only a degree sov.th of Cairo, 111., 
and this week the reaper will have ad- 
vanced its lines to the very doors of that 
city. 
Steadily thence its march will be 


northward, until in August it fairly 
revels in the broad fields of Spring 
wheat in Dakota. 


All the wheat thus far gatheied is re- 


ported to be of excellent quality, and in 
the South a yield equal to the average 
per acre is assured, whilo the area is 
slightly increased. 
Should the harvest 


up to the northern line be equal to the 
present promise, escaping insect rava- 
ges and destruction by the elements, 
the crop will be one of the largest ever 
harvested. 
The estimate now is 52U,- 


000,000 bushels, which is 1,000,000 more 
than the crop of 1883. 
Of course the 


danger of injury is not yet past, but the 
prospect is very bright now, aud every 
week some portion is made sure. 


It is plain that such a thing as a 


wheat famine in this country is prac- 
tically impossible. 
The area is so 


broad, and the periods of ripening "re 
so far apart, that while one section may 
suffer another is beyond the ravages of 
the destroyer. 
Or if wheat should ever 


fail, there are other crops to take its 
place, while the facilities of communi- 
cation with other wheat producing 
countries is such that if every bushel of 
our wheat were swppfc away it would 
amount to no more than a temporary in- 
convenience. 


Sumo Hgricultural pessimists und un-
